Through  the  variety  of  courses  offered,  students  receive  a  well- 
rounded  background  in  creative  art  and  art  history.  These  courses 
leading  to  a  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  are  supplemented  by  art  educa- 
tion for  elementary  education  majors  and  "dabbler"  courses  for  those 
who  just  like  to  paint. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  lab  work,  students  visit  art  galleries 
and  museums  in  Pittsburgh  and  Youngstown,  as  well  as  area  art 
exhibits.  They  also  hold  an  annual  show  of  their  own  each  spring  in 
the  library.  Several  students  have  had  their  work  in  Youngstown 
shows. 

Not  content  with  the  soda  fountain  in  the  TUB,  last  year's  fresh- 
man art  classes  set  about  improving  it  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Jack 
Taylor,  art  instructor.  They  did  this  by  painting  a  mural  depicting 
various  phases  of  student  life  here  at  Westminster. 

Mr.  Taylor,  the  department's  only  instructor,  is  now  working 
on  his  doctorate  at  Pennsylvania  State  University.  He  recently  won 
a  prize  for  an  oil  painting  in  a  Butler  Art  Institute  exhibit. 
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BIBLE  AND  PHILOSOPHY

For  those  planning  to  enter  the  ministry  or  do  religious  work 
after  graduation,  a  wide  range  and  variety  of  courses  and  combination 
majors  are  offered  by  the  Bible-Philosophy  department.  Majors  in 
Bible,  Bible-Philosophy-Psychology,  Bible-History  and  Bible-Language 
are  planned  to  give  the  student  a  broader  and  more  liberal  education 
best  suited  to  his  needs. 

To  meet  the  two  years  of  Bible  required  of  every  student, 
courses  are  offered  in  Old  and  New  Testament,  prophecy,  apostolic  his- 
tory and  wisdom  literature.  Through  these  courses  the  student's  knowl- 
edge is  increased  and  organized,  helping  to  prepare  him  for  Christian 
service. 

Dr.  Wayne  Christy  is  head  of  the  department  and  professor 
of  Bible.  Assisting  him  are  Dr.  Joseph  Hopkins  and  Dr.  Norman  Adams, 
who  came  to  Westminster  last  fall.  Mr.  Thomas  Gregory,  instructor 
of  philosophy,  is  working  on  his  doctor's  dissertation  at  the  University 
of  Pennsylvania.

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BIOLOGY

Formaldehyde,  amoebas,  dogfish  sharks,  rats,  frogs,  mud 
puppies  and  lab  practicals  all  suggest  biology  courses  to  the  West- 
minster student.  To  the  majors  the  words  "lab  practical"  especially 
send  them  running  to  their  books  or  specimens  for  additional  cramming 
and  inspection. 

The  department  offers  courses  leading  to  a  Bachelor  of  Science 
degree.  Students  majoring  in  biology  may  eventually  teach,  do  lab 
work  or  enter  a  number  of  professional  schools. 

Dr.  Myron  Simpson,  chairman  of  the  department,  teaches  the 
pre-medical  courses.  Mrs.  Lucille  Frey  instructs  the  majors  in  botany 
and  also  the  liberal  arts  students  taking  the  general  courses.  Dr. 
George  Bijjani  teaches  student  nurses  from  the  Jameson  Hospital  in 
New  Castle,  as  well  as  courses  in  geology  and  genetics. 

Each  spring  finds  students  from  the  department  on  field  trips 
to  acquire  specimens  to  later  observe  in  lab.

ECONOMICS  and 

BUSINESS  ADMINISTRATION 

In  the  32  years  since  its  organization,  the  department  of  eco- 
nomics and  business  administration  has  become  one  of  the  largest  in 
the  college.  Mr.  Captain  McKee,  chairman,  was  the  first  and  only 
instructor  the  department  claimed  in  1924.    It  now  offers  28  courses. 

At  present  the  staff  is  comprised  of  four  full-time  professors  in- 
cluding Mr.  McKee,  Mr.  Paul  Schwartz,  Mr.  Samuel  Sloan  and  Mr. 
Albert  Sweetser.  Mr.  Ronald  Jones  completes  the  staff  as  part-time 
instructor  in  business  law. 

It  is  the  "business"  of  the  department  to  offer  the  student  a 
fundamental  background  in  accounting,  economics  and  business  ad- 
ministration and  to  give  him  an  understanding  of  the  major  current 
business  issues.  Organization,  policy  formation  and  operating  pro- 
cedures are  also  stressed.

DEPARTMENT  OF  EDUCATION 
and  PSYCHOLOGY 

Education  and  psychology  certainly  have  their  place  in  the  West- 
minster College  curriculum.  A  large  percentage  of  students  find  their  way 
into  one  of  these  departments  during  their  four  years  of  classes. 

Dr.  L.  H.  Wagenhorst  directs  this  department  which  is  responsible  for 
both  elementary  and  secondary  teacher  training,  psychology  and  testing.  The 
department  continually  attempts  to  meet  the  increasing  demand  for  teachers 
and  professional  psychological  workers. 

Professors  in  this  department  include  Dr.  Wagenhorst,  chairman;  Mr. 
Ernest  Saul,  associate  professor  of  education;  Miss  Beulah  Campbell,  assistant 
professor  of  education;  Mrs.  Mary  Barbour,  instructor  in  education  and  director 
of  the  kindergarten  and  Dr.  Henry  Van  Houten,  visiting  professor  of  education. 

Dr.  A.  M.  Schmuller  is  assistant  professor  of  psychology  and  director 
of  testing.  Other  psychology  professors  include  Mr.  John  Edwards,  instructor 
and  Mr.  Chester  A.  Rininger,  instructor,  who  replaced  Mr.  Claude  Eckman  sec- 
ond semester.  Mr.  Eckman  was  granted  a  sabbatical  in  order  to  do  further 
work  toward  his  doctorate  at  the  University  of  Pittsburgh. 

One  of  the  most  flourishing  diversions  of  this  department  is  the  gradu- 
ate section.  In  recent  years  this  program  has  grown  considerably  and  has 
received  wide  recognition.  This  year  it  is  undergoing  intensive  study  to  deter- 
mine how  the  department  can  be  of  better  service  in  the  field  of  education. 
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ENGLISH  and

helps  the  students  enrolled  in  English  courses  to  appreciate  the  beauty,  truth 
and  ethical  values  portrayed  in  literature  through  the  ages. 

Dr.  George  Bleasby  is  chairman  of  the  English  department  and  is 
assisted  by  Dr.  Amy  Charles,  Dr.  John  Forry,  Dr.  Myrta  McGinnis  and  Dr.  Mary 
Purdy.  The  other  members  of  the  staff  include  instructors  Mr.  Charles  Cook, 
Mr.  Sherod  Cooper  and  Mr.  Paul  Whitney.  Dr.  McGinnis  left  for  a  sabbatical 
in  the  spring  to  England  where  she  will  do  research  on  the  Old  English  period 
in  literature. 

Numerous  student  activities  are  sponsored  by  the  English  department. 
The  literary  magazine,  Scrawl,  publishes  original  creative  work  by  the  students 
and  the  magazine  itself  is  criticized  and  organized  by  the  student  staff.  A 
growing  interest  has  been  manifested  in  the  annual  Poetry  Reading  Festival 
which  drew  a  large  number  of  participants  this  year.

Miss  Elizabeth  Nixon's  leave  of  absence,  followed  by  her  tragic  death 
in  January,  left  the  journalism  department  without  a  full-time  professor.  To 
remedy  the  situation,  six  part  time  instructors  taught  journalism  courses  this 
year. 

Dr.  Myrta  McGinnis,  Mr.  Vernon  Wanty  end  Mr.  Thomas  Wiley  of 
the  regular  faculty  each  helped.  In  addition,  Mr.  Catesby  Cannon,  assistant 
city  editor  of  the  Youngstown  Vindicator  and  Mr.  Robert  Jackson  of  the  Vindi- 
cator's New  Castle  bureau,  gave  of  their  practical  newspaper  experience.  Mr. 
Irvin  Eubonks,  advertising  counselor  from  New  Wilmington,  taught  that  subject. 

Attempts  are  being  made  to  secure  a  full-time  permanent  faculty 
for  next  year.  Meanwhile  the  journalism  majors  continue  to  gain  valuable 
experience  on  the  publications.

Westminster  takes  'em  young!  If  you  don't  believe  it,  just 
take  a  walk  down  to  the  barracks  where  you  will  find  a  beehive  of 
action,  as  the  active  five-year-olds  are  being  trained  for  first  grade. 

Started  in  the  fall  of  1952  by  arrangement  with  the  Pennsyl- 
vania department  of  public  instruction,  the  college  kindergarten  has 
well  proved  itself  as  both  a  service  to  the  community  and  as  a  prac- 
tical training  medium  for  elementary  education  majors.  Each  year  the 
kindergarten  helps  approximately  40  children  from  the  district  and  as 
many  college  students,  who  gain  experience  in  teaching  pre-school 
children. 

Mrs.  Mary  Barbour  is  director  of  the  kindergarten  division  of 
the  education  department.  The  students  plan  the  program  and  help 
carry  it  out  in  actual  instruction. 

High  on  the  list  of  activities  for  the  kindergarten  is  the  annual 
graduation  ceremony.  Plays  and  similar  projects  add  variety  to  the 
regular  activities  of  art  work,  music,  reading  readiness,  creative  work 
shops  and  supervised  play.

For  the  fifth  straight  year  the  Titans  finished  their  football  season  with 
a  winning  record.  The  six  victories  and  one  tie  recorded  in  the  1955  season 
gave  them  their  second  undefeated  season  in  history  and  a  sensational  three 
year  total  of  20  victories,  one  loss  and  one  tie.  Thus,  the  team  of  head  coach 
Harold  E.  Burry  and  assistant  Charles  "Buzz"  Ridl  compiled  a  record  of  26  vic- 
tories, three  losses  and  one  tie  for  their  four  seasons  at  Westminster. 

It  was  a  team  of  record  breakers.  Since  losing  to  Carnegie  Tech  in 
September,  1954,  the  Titans  have  gone  through  13  games  without  defeat,  for 
the  college's  longest  undefeated  streak.  Prior  to  the  Waynesburg  tie,  the  Titans 
set  a  victory  string  of  10  games  in  a  row. 
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Standout  junior  halfback  Bill  "Whizzer"  White  led  all 
Pennsylvania  scorers  with  12  touchdowns  for  72  points  and  a 
modern  Westminster  scoring  record.  In  addition  he  gained 
an  average  of  over  eight  yards  each  of  the  83  times  he  carried 
the  ball. 

The  usual  formula  used  by  the  strong  Titans  this  year 
was  to  hit  hard  and  fast  early  in  the  first  quarter  and  then  let  the 
reserves  preserve  the  lead.  They  finished  with  an  average  of 
four  touchdowns  per  game  while  limiting  their  opponents  to  less 
than  six  points  per  contest.  Such  a  strong  defense  did  the 
Titans  put  up  that  they  were  behind  in  a  game  only  once  in 
the  entire  season,  that  by  a  7-6  count  to  Geneva  early  in  the 
first  quarter. 
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Thiel  opened  the  season  with  Westminster  in  New  Wilmington  and 
the  home  team  picked  up  its  first  victory  by  a  20-7  score.  Thiel  fumbles  set  up 
two  of  the  touchdowns  as  White  scored  for  the  first  time  on  an  89  yard  run. 
Quarterback  Harold  Davis  plunged  one  yard  for  another  score  and  threw  a 

40  yard  pass  to  fullback  Tom  McGrath  for  the  other 
score.  All  Westminster's  points  were  scored  in  the 
first  half  with  the  Tomcats  adding  theirs  in  the  third 
period. 

A  new  opponent,  Bluffton  College  of  north- 
ern Ohio,  proved  no  match  for  the  powerful  Blue 
and  White.  The  Titans  tied  a  school  record  of  eight 
straight  wins  with  the  easy  26-0  drubbing.  West- 
minster scored  the  first  two  times  they  got  possession 
of  the  ball  with  Davis  running  the  opening  kickoff  98 
yards  to  a  score  and  White  racing  38  yards  for  the 
other  six-pointer.

White  added  runs  of  eight  and  56  yards  for  other 
scores  in  the  first  eight  minutes  of  playing  time  before  the 
regulars  were  benched  for  most  of  the  remainder  of  the 
game.  Bluffton  threatened  only  once  by  pushing  to  the  one 
yard  line  late  in  the  first  quarter  only  to  lose  the  ball  on  a 
fumble. 

A  solid  defense  that  allowed  only  53  yards  was  in- 
strumental in  defeating  Grove  City,  34-0,  as  the  Titans  left 
home  for  the  first  time. 

White  added  two  more  touchdowns  to  his  total  while 
Davis,  Vince  Cortese,  and  freshman  George  James  scored  the 
others.  Center  Bill  Freshwater  booted  three  extra  points  as 
coach  Burry  again  gave  his  reserves  plenty  of  playing  time. 

The  first  scare  of  the  season  came  at  Beaver  Falls 
where  a  large  Migration  day  crowd  of  Westminster  fans 
saw  the  Titans  smash  Geneva,  33-7.  The  Covies  scored  in 
the  first  period  for  the  first  tally  in  a  Westminster  game  since 
1950. 
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The  hard  running,  hard  hitting  Titans 
proved  too  much  for  Geneva,  however.  They  struck 
early  with  White  running  58  yards  for  a  score  on 
the  first  play  from  scrimmage.  Geneva  came  back 
quickly  and  becam.e  the  only  team  to  lead  the  Titans 
all  season  with  a  short-lived  7-6  margin.  Davis, 
with  two  TD's,  and  White  and  halfback  Jay  DeBolt 
with  one,  put  Geneva  down  for  another  year. 

Playing  in  the  mud  and  rain  at  Waynes- 
burg,  the  rampaging  Titans  were  finally  slowed,  but 
not  stopped  in  their  quest  for  an  undefeated  season. 
With  their  single  wing  working  well  under  bad 
playing  conditions  the  Yellowjackets  held  West- 
minster to  a  7-7  tie. 

A  55-yard  pass  to  end  Jim  Folk  in  the  second 
quarter  set  up  the  only  Titan  score  with  halfback  Jack 
Barnes  tallying  on  an  eight  yard  pass  from  Davis. 
DeBolt  scored  the  all-important  extra  point  on  another 
pass.

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Not  until  late  in  the  third  period  could  Waynesburg  get  across 
with  the  aid  of  a  five  yard  penalty  to  the  two  where  the  rough  Titan  for- 
ward wall  of  Center  Bill  Freshwater,  Guards  Walt  Sylvester  and  Bill  Mor- 
rell,  and  tackles  Joe  Roman  and  Al  King  yielded  very  slowly  to  the  attack. 

Back  in  New  Wilmington  for  the  Homecoming  game  with  Alle- 
gheny, the  Titans  showed  well  before  a  large  crowd  as  they  won,  34-0. 
White  scored  three  times  again,  running  83,  56  and  plunging  one  yard  for 
the  touchdowns.  In  eight  tries  he  averaged  a  sensational  20  yards  per 
try  for  the  day. 

Jay  DeBolt  and  George  James  scored  additional  touchdowns  with 
Bill  Moss  and  Freshwater  booting  the  extra  points.  Again  coach  Burry 
cleared  the  bench  as  the  Titans  outclassed  their  opponents. 

In  the  hardest  played  game  of  the  year  the  Titans  finally  wore 


down  Slippery  Rock  to 


^9-19.    Again  striking  early,  Westminster 


scored  the  second  time  they  got  the  ball  with  DeBolt  going  23  yards  for 
the  only  score  of  the  first  half.

Both  teams  exploded  in  the  second  half,  however.  White  scored 
early  in  the  third  period;  the  Rockets  came  back  fast  with  the  aid  of  a 
long  punt  return.  Five  minutes  later  Westminster  recovered  a  fumble  and 
DeBolt  tallied  from  the  23  again.  But  the  teachers  came  back  with  a  sensa- 
tional 99  yard  kickoff  return. 

McGrath  took  a  42  yard  pass  from  Davis  for  another  score  so  the 
Blue  and  White  led  by  14  points.  A  70  yard  Rocket  march  to  scoring  ter- 
ritory continued  to  give  the  Titan  fans  a  long  afternoon.  Not  until  late  in 
the  final  period  when  Vince  Cortese  drove  a  field  goal  through  the  bars 
from  the  10  yard  line  was  the  game  insured  for  Westminster,  29-19. 

One  of  the  biggest  disappointments  of  the  year  was  the  cancella- 
tion of  the  final  game  scheduled  with  Carnegie  Tech  at  Forbes  Field  in 
Pittsburgh.  An  early  morning  snow  prevented  the  protective  canvas 
from  being  removed  from  the  playing  field.  Attempts  to  re-schedule  the 
contest  for  the  following  Wednesday  night  or  Thanksgiving  day  did  not 
materialize  so  the  Titans  were  unable  to  revenge  their  lone  defeat  in  three 
years. 
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Seniors  playing  their  last  games  for  the  Blue  and  White  included 
captain  Walt  Sylvester,  who  was  honored  by  being  named  to  the  Associated 
Press  all-state  squad.  Others  were  fullback  Tom  McGrath,  lineman  Pete  Hous- 
ton, end  Fred  Wagner  and  tackle  Dave  Ammon. 

Other  underclassmen  who  saw  plenty  of  action  were  linemen  Bernie 
Taylor,  Perry  Kirklin  and  Jack  Lewis,  and  backs  Dick  Uncapher  and  Steve 
Kosko. 

Team  statistics  for  the  year  revealed  the  Titans  gained  an  average  of 
342  yards  each  game  while  allowing  the  opposition  only  174.5.  Trailing  White 
in  individual  rushing  were  Davis  with  255  yards  in  66  tries  and  DeBolt  with 
193  in  42  carries. 

Passing  records  showed  Davis  led  the  passers  with  28  completions  for 
554  yards  and  seven  touchdowns.  McGrath,  with  6  passes  caught  for  160 
yards,  and  Cortese  with  8  for  116  yards,  were  the  leading  receivers.

Each  of  the  regulars  at  one  time  or  another  was  the  game's  high  scorer. 
Unfortunately,  second  half  lapses  hampered  the  Blue  and  White  throughout 
the  1955-56  season. 

Junior  center  Jim  Riley  was  high  scorer  for  the  third  consecutive  year. 
His  record  breaking  performances  brought  him  an  honorable  mention  in 
Collier's  Magazine's  All-American  team.  The  6'  5"  ace  has  now  scored  more 
points  in  three  years  than  any  former  Titan  had  tallied  in  four. 
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Westminster  got  off  to  a  good  start  with  two 
easy  victories  early  in  December  as  all  members  of  the 
team  got  a  chance  to  show  their  skills.  Bethany  was 
the  first  victim  at  home,  79-57,  with  forward  George 
Strehler  sinking  17  points.  The  Slippery  Rock  game 
was  another  one-sided  affair  as  the  Titans  led  through- 
out for  a  96-67  victory.  Co-captain  Tony  Stillson  led 
with  22  points. 

The  Titans  first  appearance  in  the  annual  Steel 
Bowl  Tournament  at  the  University  of  Pittsburgh  field- 
house  gave  an  indication  of  things  to  come.  Westmin- 
ster was  disappointing  from  the  field  and  hit  only  15 
field  goals  to  28  for  Pitt.  Riley  had  18  as  the  Titans  lost 
74-52.  The  following  night,  in  the  consolation  game, 
the  contest  was  close  throughout,  but  Geneva  won 
60-57.    Strehler  led  the  scorers  with  18. 

Before  the  Christmas  vacation  the  team  got 
back  on  the  winning  trail  with  victories  over  Carnegie 
Tech  and  Waynesburg.  The  Tartans  fell,  75-70  in 
Pittsburgh  with  Strehler  again  topping  the  field  with 
20  points.  Co-captain  Ron  Tranter  had  16  points  as 
Westminster  defeated  Waynesburg  84-62.

Christmas  holidays  were  shortened  for  the 
Titans  with  their  participation  in  the  Queen  City  Tour- 
nament at  Buffalo,  New  York,  with  some  of  the  nation's 
top  teams.  Westminster  drew  Georgia  Tech  for  the  first 
contest  and  went  down  to  defeat,  65-56.  Strehler  was 
high  man  with  19  points. 

In  the  consolation  contest  against  Lafayette 
the  Titans  battled  down  to  the  wire,  but  lost  72-63.  Re- 
serve forward  Bob  Doran  dumped  five  set  shots  to  tie 
with  Harold  Davis  for  high  scoring  honors  with  12 
points. 

Juniata  College  was  a  welcome  breather  for 
the  Titans  when  school  resumed  after  the  holidays. 
Westminster  won,  76-54  with  Riley  scoring  17.  Pitt  led 
by  only  one  point,  39-38  at  the  half,  but  came  on  strong 
after  intermission  to  win,  77-67  in  the  first  meeting  of 
the  season.  The  Titans  kept  up  to  the  Panthers  from 
the  field,  but  lost  at  the  foul  line.  Riley  again  led  with 
20  points.

A  lead  of  47-37  at  the  half  was  not  enough  for 
the  Titans  in  the  Baldwin- Wallace  contest.  With  Davis 
and  Riley  out  on  fouls  in  the  final  period,  B-W  won, 
94-82.  Strehler  had  his  best  night  of  the  year  as  he 
tallied  27  points.  Freshman  guard  Dave  Rankin  broke 
into  the  high  scoring  column  with  22. 

Youngstown  University  won  its  second  game 
from  Westminster  in  a  25  game  series  as  the  Penguins 
downed  the  Titans,  80-77.  Jim  Riley  had  21  points  with 
Dave  Rankin  getting  20.  Again  it  was  the  foul  line  that 
told  the  story.  In  an  attempt  to  break  the  losing  spell. 
Coach  Washabaugh  played  a  two-platoon  system 
against  St.  Francis.  It  was  quite  successful  in  the  first 
half  for  a  38-38  tie  at  intermission  as  senior  Steve  Pro- 
kopchak  starred.

But  the  Frankies  pulled  out  in  the  second  half 
for  a  89-76  victory.  Riley  had  19  points  for  the  evening's 
top.  George  Strehler  had  20  points  in  a  high  scoring 
performance  as  Washington  &  Jefferson  was  defeated 
in  New  Wilmington,  83-55. 

Showing  the  best  comeback  of  the  season,  the 
Westminster  team  turned  a  49-40  half  time  deficit  into  a 
beautiful  victory  over  Bethany,  102-95.  Hard  driving 
forward  Harold  Davis  was  high  man  with  18  markers. 
Playing  one  of  the  strongest  Geneva  squads  in  history 
at  Beaver  Falls,  the  Titans  were  outplayed,  102-80. 
Davis  was  again  outstanding  with  23.  The  Baldwin- 
Wallace  defeat  was  avenged  at  home,  89-84.  Riley  and 
Rankin  were  the  big  men  with  24  and  22  points,  re- 
spectively.

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Tony  Stillson  came  through  as  the  Blue  and 
White  easily  got  by  Waynesburg  at  home,  95-60.  His 
21  points  were  high  for  the  evening.  Riley  had  one  of 
his  best  nights  in  his  career  against  Youngstown  as  the 
Titans  won  at  home,  95-82.  The  big  center  had  1 1  field 
goals  and  12  fouls  for  34  points.  At  Pittsburgh  the 
Titans  again  lagged  after  holding  a  two  point  half  time 
lead  and  lost  to  the  Panthers,  77-71.  Harold  Davis  gave 
an  outstanding  exhibition  while  scoring  25  points. 

The  most  disappointing  game  at  New  Wilming- 
ton in  many  seasons  was  against  Geneva  on  February 
18.  The  Covies  came  into  the  contest  with  a  17-2  rec- 
ord, but  found  the  Titans  ready  for  them.  The  Blue  and 
White  jumped  off  to  an  early  lead  and  were  out  front 
at  the  half,  40-27.  But  when  starters  Riley,  Davis  and 
Stillson  fouled  out  in  the  final  period,  the  Covies  came 
on  fast.  With  12  seconds  left  they  went  ahead  for  the 
only  time  in  the  game  to  win,  78-77.  In  the  excitement 
Jim  Riley  set  two  all-time  records  for  most  points  per 
game  at  38  and  most  fouls,  20. 
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W  &  J  was  again  an  easy  victim  as  they  went  down 
82-50.  Riley  continued  his  high  scoring  with  24  points.  With 
Rankin  and  Riley  getting  22  points  and  Tony  Stillson  adding 
20  more,  the  Titans  could  not  be  stopped  and  Carnegie  Tech 
took  its  second  defeat,  88-68.  A  strong  second  half  proved  to  be 
the  difference  for  the  winners.  The  victory  assured  the  Titans 
a  winning  season.  Gannon  College,  which  has  never  defeated 
Westminster,  lost  93-60  to  close  out  the  season.  Strehler  had  16 
to  lead  all  scorers. 

Rounding  out  four  years  of  basketball  for  the  Titans 
were  four  seniors.  Veterans  Tony  Stillson  and  Ron  Tranter 
were  elected  co-captains  by  the  other  members  of  the  squad. 
Reserves  Bob  Doran  and  Steve  Prokopchak  also  earned  letters. 

Point  totals  show  Westminster  scoring  79  points  per 
game  to  72  for  the  opponents.  Riley  tallied  428  points  for  a  17.8 
game  average.  Strehler  followed  with  356  for  a  14.8  average 
and  Davis  had  271  points,  or  11.3  per  game.  Stillson,  with  209, 
and  Rankin,  with  200  points,  rounded  out  the  top  five  for  the 
season.
